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Modern Restorative Procedures Simplified 
Technic to Be Described at May Meeting 


r. Orville B. Coomer, Associate 
D Professor of Operative Dentistry 
at the University of Louisville 
School of Dentistry, will be the speaker 
at the May Monthly Meeting of the Chi- 
cago Dental Society, and will describe his 
version of a simplified technic for the 
construction of multiple inlays and fixed 
bridges. This is the last of a series of lec- 
tures which began last September and 
which has covered a vast range of sub- 
jects: Practice Building (September) ; 
Oral Surgery (November); Federal 
Health Legislation (December) ; Impres- 
sion Technique (January) ; Restorations 
-of Silver Amalgam (April). Dr. Kenneth 
Bignell and his Monthly Meeting Pro- 
gram Committee deserve considerable 
credit for a job well done. 
President George Edward Meyer will 
install the new officers at this meeting 
with appropriate ceremony. 


MODERN RESTORATIVE PROCEDURES 


According to Dr. Coomer, if dentistry 
"is to progress as it should and is to attain 
its maximum efficiency in rendering oral 
health service in its operative and restor- 
ative fields, it must recognize two pri- 
Mary obligations to those whom it seeks 
to serve. First: to restore missing teeth 
Por parts thereof in such a way that the 
finished products will be as nearly perfect 


anatomically and physiologically as it is 
possible for each individual to make it. 
Second: this result must be attained in 
the shortest possible time for both the 
operator and the patient. 

In Dr. Coomer’s opinion the introduc- 
tion of the hydrocolloid technic is the 
greatest step forward in restorative den- 
tistry that has come to pass in twenty-five 
years. 


THE ESSAYIST 


Dr. Coomer was graduated from the 
University of Louisville School of Den- 
tistry in 1924. He also attended the 
School of Engineering at the University 
of Cincinnati. He is Associate Professor 
of Operative Dentistry at his alma mater 
and is President-Elect of the American 
Academy of Restorative Dentistry. He is 
a Past-President of the Louisville District 
Dental Society and a Past-President of 
the Kentucky State Board of Dental Ex- 
aminers. He is Chairman of the Opera- 
tive Dentistry Section of the American 
Dental Association. Despite these activi- 
ties, Dr. Coomer has found time to write 
and to give clinics. He recently published 
an article, Problem of the Upper Partial 
Denture, and has developed a procedure 
for the construction of precision bridge- 
work that is- less complicated and more 
accurate than methods previously devel- 
oped.

SOMETHING NEW HAS BEEN ADDED 


It was the writer’s privilege, a short time ago, to witness what many people 
believe to be the most revolutionary change in dental procedures since Taggart 
invented the gold inlay. It was a demonstration, by means of a motion picture 
and slides, of the Airdent. Whether or not this new “airbrasive” will do away 
with the rotary instruments now in use is doubtful because, as one of the lec- 
turers pointed out, a dentist must be an artist to use it successfully and must, in 
order to prepare a cavity, visualize its form exactly as it is to be when completed. 
Not everyone will be able to do that. 


The advantages of the airbrasive technic, as it looks from here, are: elimina- 
tion of pressure (it uses only a force of one-half ounce) ; doing away with the 
generation of heat, which is inherent in rotary instruments; and, getting away 
from vibration and noise. In fact it should eliminate fear from dental opera- 
tions, and that would be something. One need not get too excited about the 
machine, as yet, it probably won’t be ready for marketing until next year, but 
its implications stagger the imagination.

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Voluntary Prepayment Medical and Hospital 
Care Insurance 


[Editor’s Note: This article was pre- 
pared by the Chicago Medical Society 
and has been distributed widely through- 
out the Cook County area. It is the an- 
swer to the frequently heard question, 
“What is Medicine doing constructively 
to combat compulsion?”} 

uring the past few years, numerous 
types of medical insurance or 
health care, including hospital care and 
part or full payment of doctors’ fees, 
have developed, and are growing rapidly 
in popularity and enrollment. It is esti- 
mated that more than one-third of the 
population of this country is now covered 
by one type of insurance or another. 
Many people have more than one policy. 

In the Blue Cross insurance program, 
which is designed on a non-profit basis 
for the rendering of hospital service, 
more than 32,000,000 people are already 
enrolled. This growth has occurred with- 
in a period of approximately ten years. 
In addition, about another 20,000,000 
people are provided with hospital insur- 
ance through contracts with private in- 
surance companies and other cooperative 
or consumer programs. This means that 
about one-third of the American people 
now have voluntary hospital insurance. 
About 11,000,000 people are enrolled in 
the Blue Shield and other non-profit pre- 
payment plans, providing complete or 
partial coverage for medical care. In- 
cluding the figure just quoted, it is esti- 
mated, according to a report from the 
Life Insurance Association of America, 
released January 10, 1949, that there 
were in force at that time about 26,000,- 
000 contracts providing partial or com- 
plete reimbursement or service for sur- 
gical conditions, and about 9,000,000 
contracts providing medical care, or fees 
for conditions other than surgical. 

At the beginning of the year 1949. 
there were more than seventy-two plans 
for prepayment of medical care in exist- 


ence in this country. All of the states 
excepting Georgia, Maryland, and South 
Carolina had not-for-profit plans in op- 
eration, or were the sponsors of plans 
utilizing private insurance companies, 
or combinations of both of these princi- 
ples. The three states mentioned have 
plans undergoing organization or com- 
mittees working on plans. The growth 
of these medical care plans parallels that 
of the Blue Cross, and has been rapid. 
This large number of medical service 
plans testifies to the far-sighted leader- 
ship provided by the medical profession 
and the attempt to meet changing condi- 
tions and changing needs in professional 
service. These plans are distributed 
throughout the country, and are devel- 
oped according to the needs of the area 
which is served, the character of the local 
industry, the availability of physicians, 
and other health care factors. In the 
progress from state to state since the 
early 1900s, almost every new plan has 
profited in some degree from the ex- 
perience of those launched earlier. This 
gradual refinement of the operating 
methods, while not yet complete, has re- 
sulted in a national program, extending 
across the country from east to west and 
from north to south. Continued efforts 
are being exerted to simplify and corre- 
late the activities of these voluntary 
plans, so that they may render a more 
complete service to their subscribers. 

With the increase in the number of 
plans, medical care has become available 
to a much greater number of people. In 
addition, the benefits and the enrollment 
requirements have been liberalized. The 
waiting periods have also been liberal- 
ized, and new experiments are being 
constantly tried so that medical care will 
become more complete. 

The benefits derived in these insurance 
plans are determined by the type of 
policy. One type of policy is that of cash 
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indemnity, in which the patient receives 
cash when certain illnesses or surgical 
conditions occur. Another type is the 
service plan, in which the individual is 
provided with service instead of cash. A 
third type is a combination of these two 
principles. Under the cash indemnity 
plan, the sums provided are, in some in- 
stances, not sufficient to cover completely 
the fees of the physician for services ren- 
dered, but it is designed to aid him by 
providing an appreciable sum of money, 
to help pay for the services rendered. In 
the service contract, the money is usually 
paid to the physician instead of the 
policy-holder, and in most instances rep- 
resents payment in full for services ren- 
dered. 

Along with the problem of the type 
of plan being utilized must be considered 
the income level of the patient. In many 
instances, the service type of plan is in- 
tended to provide insurance for the in- 
dividual in the low-income group some- 
times referred to as the medical indigent. 
When this type of plan is in effect, the 
individual usually is provided with med- 
ical or surgical care without the outlay 
of actual money. About half of the plans 
in the United States utilize this type of 
plan. This is an important fact to the 
public, as it is intended to protect the 
public in the low income groups from ad- 
ditional charges. Where a cash indemnity 
plan is used, an attempt is made to im- 
press upon the physician the importance 
of providing medical care without addi- 
tional cost to the patient other than the 
sum obtainable in the insurance contract, 
because to charge individuals in the low- 
er income group an additional fee could 
provide a hardship. It is the opinion of 
insurance people and physicians closely 
associated with this project that this prin- 
ciple is in general closely adhered to by 
the medical profession. 

Before a medical care prepayment 
plan can obtain the seal of approval of 
the Council on Medical Service of the 
American Medical Association, it must 
conform to standards, and these stan- 
dards are rigidly adhered to. They have 
to do with the free choice of physicians, 
with the production of the greatest 
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amounts of benefits, with the mainte- 
nance of the physician-patient relation- 
ship, with the honesty of the advertising 
and promotion of the contracts. The 
plan must, of course, have the approval 
of the local medical organization. 

In 1947, the average prepayment not- 
for-profit medical care plan paid back to 
the policy-holder approximately 78c for 
claims, about 14c for administrative pur- 
poses, and 8c for reserve and miscellane- 
ous expenses, out of each dollar collected. 

In the Chicago area, the Chicago 
Medical Service, 425 North Michigan 
Avenue, Chicago, is a plan operated in 
conjunction with the Blue Shield in Cook 
County. It is designed primarily to help 
the public meet its medical and surgical 
bills. Enrollment is by groups. The op- 
eration of the plan is being extended as 
rapidly as possible, and will very soon 
have reached an enrol!ment of approxi- 
mately 100,000 people. This is entirely 
a not-for-profit prepayment medical care 
plan, operated upon a cash indemnity 
basis, and provides coverage for surgical 
care in home, office, or hospital; medical 
care in hospital; and obstetrical care in 
home or hospital. 

The Illinois State Medical Society 
sponsors what is known as the Illinois 
Plan. Under this plan, the contracts of- 
fered by certain insurance companies 
listed below provide medical and surgical 
care in the home, office, or hospital, as 
well as obstetrical care in home or hos- 
pital. Some of the contracts in the IIli- 
nois Plan are sold to individuals as well 
as on a group basis. The companies offer- 
ing contracts approved under the Illinois 
Plan are:

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QUOTATIONS AND ABSTRACTS 


ORAL APHTHAE 


To the Editor: —-A woman aged 34 has 
had superficial burning ulcers along the 
margins of the tongue, lips and palatine 
pillars almost continuously for three and 
one-half years, worse at menses. Objec- 
tive observations otherwise are normal. 
Treatment with vaccines, bacterially in- 
duced fevers, vitamin B complex, nico- 
tinamide, riboflavin and bismuth prepa- 
rations has been without benefit. She 
obtained some improvement temporarily 
when she took penicillin troches. I pre- 
scribed aureomycin troches, and the 
lesions cleared almost immediately but 
returned before the period of medication 
was finished. In her case, the nervous 
element seems minimal. Please advise.— 
R. S. Hamilton, M.D., Choteau, Mont. 


Answer: — The probable diagnosis 
would seem to be oral aphthae, which 
along with canker sores, herpes simplex 
and herpetic stomatitis, are considered to 
be manifestations of the herpes simplex 
virus. The age, sex, location of the lesions 
and duration and recurrence of the con- 
dition are all characteristic. They often 
are more notable at menses. The failure 
of therapy is typical, and the transient 


effect of the antibiotics could have been 
due to a clearance of secondary infection, 
although aureomycin has been said to 
affect herpetic lesions in a few cases. 
Other causes which involve the gums or 
localized areas near repaired teeth or 
which are manifested by acute symptoms 
seem to be excluded by the history. It is 
presumed that the white blood cell count 
is normal. An allergic cause is not prob- 
able, although stomatitis medicamentosa 
(with a fixed oral drug eruption) and 
stomatitis venenata (with a contact of 
drugs to sensitized mouth tissues) should 
be ruled out. The most useful therapy, in 
addition to an adequate food and vitamin 
intake and a clean mouth, is a repeated 
vaccination with smallpox vaccine. Six 
to eight vaccinations at intervals of ten 
days, and without regard to “takes,” is 
the usual procedure. 

It is suggested that previous informa- 
tion in these columns (notably on Sept. 
24, and Oct. 1, 1949, and on July 20,
